ed margarine, one-half cup sugar 
and one and one-half teaspoon of 
salt. Then add the yeast mixture, 
three beaten eggs and four and 
three-fourths cup of flour. Mix 
together and let rise. Roll out 
dough into a rectangle shape. Roll 
it up lengthwise and slice rolls and 
inch apart. Let rise again. Bake at 
375 degrees for about 12 to 15 
minutes. 

No LDS Thanksgiving would be 
complete without a fancy Jell-O 
salad. Dissolve one package of 
Jell-O (any flavor) in one and one- 
half cup boiling water and one-half 
cup cold water. Add mini marsh- 
mallows and two cups of Sprite. 
Add one can of drained fruit cock- 
tail (save the juice). Chill to set. 

Top the salad by mixing together 
one-half cup sugar, four table- 
spoons of flour, a dash of salt, one 
and one-half cup of the saved fruit 
juice (not more) and one beaten 
egg. Cook mixture over medium 
heat until thickened. Let cool and 
add one-half pint of unsweetened 
whipped cream. Spread on Jell-O. 
Top with grated cheese (optional).

Norbest is an independent turkey 


marketing cooperative, headquartered 
in Salt Lake City, according to a writ- 
ten statement by Norbest Inc. It has 
been in business since 1930. 

“Nationally, per capita consumption 
of turkey has grown from less than 10 
pounds per person in 1980 to more 
than 18 pounds per person in 1994,” 
Reed said. 

Turkey demand has increased over 
the last 10 years because it is avail- 
able in more forms such as hot dogs, 
pastrami and lunch meat, and because 
Americans have become more health- 
conscious, Reed said. 

According to a written statement by 
Norbest, 70 percent of the turkeys 
consumed by Americans in the 1970s 
was done during the holiday season. 
Now only 35 percent is consumed 
during Thanksgiving and Christmas 
holidays. 

But increased demand hasn’t made 
the turkey industry more profitable. 

“Profits have gone up and down,” 
Reed said. “In the early 80s, demand 
exceeded supply. 

But in the mid-80s production 
increased, and in the late 80s produc- 
tion exceeded demand.” 

“Tt’s not a huge money-making busi-

Ralph Ofcarcik, a lecturer at the National Institute 
for Fitness, said if you are a straight-arrow, low-fat 
dieter, it will not be very harmful to your diet to 
enjoy your Thanksgiving dinner. 

Ofcarcik said the best way to help your dinner be 
low-fat is to avoid butter or margarine on potatoes 
and vegetables. Using a butter substitute will cut 
back on fat and allow you to enjoy other foods, he 
said. Dark turkey has 45 percent of its calories from 
fat and white turkey has only 25 percent. 

Dieticians at UVRMC recommend cooking your 
turkey with a broth base instead of butter. They sug- 
gest cooking the turkey without the skin and mak- 
ing dressing out of broth instead of margarine or 
skimming the fat off the gravy. 

The Diet Center at Brigham’s Landing provides 
12 tips to help avoid too much fat, saturated fat and 
cholesterol during Thanksgiving: 

1. Steam, boil or bake vegetables; or for a change, 
stirfry in a small amount of vegetable oil. 

2. Season vegetables with herbs and spices rather 
than with sauces, butter or margarine.

4. To reduce saturated fat, use margarine instead 
of butter in baked products and use oil instead of 
shortening. 

5. Try whole-grain flours to enhance flavors of 
baked goods made with less fat and cholesterol- 
containing ingredients. 

6. Replace whole milk with skim or low-fat milk 
in puddings, soups and baked products. : 

7. Substitute plain low-fat yogurt, blender- 
whipped low-fat cottage cheese, or buttermilk in 
recipes that call for sour cream or mayonnaise. 

8. Choose lean cuts of meat. 

9. Trim fat from meat before and/or after cooking. 

10. Roast, bake, broil or simmer meat, poultry, or 
fish. 

11. Remove skin from poultry before cooking. 

12. Cook meat or poultry on a rack so the fat will 
drain off. Use a nonstick pan for cooking so added 
fat will be unnecessary. 

The Dieticians at UVRMC suggest eating low-fat 
treats during the holiday season. High-fat treats can 
be replaced with fruit baskets, popcorn or a fruit 
slush.

Whatever it was, the phrase “34- 31” 
will continue to be a Ute buzzword for 
the next year to come, yet the score says 
a.lot more than how many touchdowns 
the teams scored.

“We never had any idea that it would 
be the same score,” said BYU coach 
LaVell Edwards. “I really thought we 
were going to come up here and win. I 
felt really good about where we were — 
I just knew it was going to be a tough 
ball game and it was going to come 
right down to the wire and that was 
exactly what happened.” 

Indeed. After going into the locker 
room with a 20-17 halftime lead, the 
Utes came out in the third quarter unin- 


‘ spired and flat — exactly like they had 


the previous two weeks. They failed to 
score in the quarter and only moved the 
ball 66 yards. 

Meanwhile, the Cougar offense had 
other things in mind. After a Utah punt 
sailed a mere six yards and into the 
stands, BYU tried to finally start a run- 
ning game. Rushes by Jamal Willis, 
Hema Heimuli and Mark Atuaia caused 
the Ute defense to focus on stopping the 
run. That’s when John Walsh went back 
to his pass and found Tim Nowatzke in 
the end zone, giving BYU back the 
lead, 24-20. 

The scoring was put on hold until 
Mike McCoy tossed a 5-yard touch- 
down pass to Deron Clairborne with 6:15 
remaining in the fourth quarter, giving the Utes 
the lead back, 27-24. 

Walsh then took to the field and engineered his 
own scoring drive by running down the sideline 
for ten yards, and handing the ball off to 
Heimuli and Atuaia for several big gains. With 
2:15 left in the game, Walsh found a streaking 
Mike Johnston in the end zone, and BYU fans 
and players began a short-lived celebration. 

After the kickoff was run back to the Cougar 


32 yard line by the freshman Cal Beck with over 
a minute to play, McCoy had little trouble find- 
ing a wide-open Charlie Brown in the flat, and 
he ran the ball into the endzone virtually 
untouched. 

The Cougars final chances at winning were 
snuffed out when U’s defensive lineman 
Bronzell Miller blindsided Walsh as he began to 
throw, forcing a fumble which was promptly 
recovered by Luther Ellis with 10 seconds 
remaining.

Ute win comes with tears, cigars

SALT LAKE CITY - It was a tearful scene in the 
University of Utah’s dressing room moments after the 
Ute’s 34-31 victory over BYU Saturday, as players, coach- 
es and family members realized something that was bigger 
than just a football game. 

“To get this win was big,” said back-up quarterback 
Ryan Shea, as thousands of Ute fans swarmed around him, 
passing out cigars and tearing not one, but both goal posts 
to the ground. “This makes everything worthwhile, all the 
heartache and pain.” 

Moments after saying that, a young Ute fan approached 
Shea and ask him for his gloves. Shea lead at the boy, 
and a smile crept onto his face. 

“Sorry, kid,” Shea said. “I’ve still got a poe game to 
play.” 

Just a few years ago, most people would have laughed at 
any Ute player for saying that, but this year has been like 
no other for the Crimson Red. 

“T’m almost in tears,’ said running back Charlie Brown, 
who score the winning touchdown in the last minute of the 
game. “Hopefully this game opened a few eyes.” 

Eyes were beginning to open to the Ute’s program five 
years ago when coach Ron McBride accepted the job of 
turning around a program that was not only a perennial 
loser, but one that had lived in the shadow of BYU ever 


since LaVell Edwards was hired in 1972. 


Before McBride took the job, the Utes had only appeared

record-breaking career total Friday 
night and put away 12 kills, earning a 
631 hitting percentage. Manwaring 
proved her worth in the backcourt as 
she tallied 19 digs for BYU. Clark 
scored with ‘13 kills Friday and per- 
formed to a .458 hitting percentage. 

Saturday night brought with it an 
opportunity for the nationally-ranked 
Lobos to defeat the newly-named 
WAC champs at home. 

After winning a close first game, 
BYU lost the second game to the 
Lobos by a score of 6-15. Although a 
loss would not affect their conference 
title, BYU was not willing to give up. 
The third game brought another victo- 
ry for the Cougars with a score of 15- 
9 and the fourth game clinched the 
match for BYU with a score of 15-12. 

Johnson finished her last regular- 
season match with her Cougar team 
by performing at a high level. The 
All-American delivered ten kills, 65 
assists, 17 digs anda .434 hitting per- 
centage. Already holding a BYU 
record, Johnson is less than 100 
assists away from placing in the 
national top-20 of career assists. 

Although losing great talent at the 
end of this year’s season, the BYU 
women’s volleyball team has several 
athletes staying on that are sure to” 
continue the reputation that the team 
has built. 

Angie Walker, the Cougar freshman 
who has earned a starting position this 
year’s top-ten NCAA volleyball team, 
tallied 18 kills Saturday.

in two bowl games — period. Now, with another bowl 
game assured for the 1994 season, this will be the third 
straight for the coach who came to Utah with only one 
thing in mind — winning. 

“We proved today that last year was no fluke,” said 
McBride, as he was continually mobbed by well-wishers 
after the game. “We needed this win more than they did.” 

After dropping twoWAC games in a row, Utah fell from 
its only Top-10 ranking ever, and looked on the verge of 
falling into the same category of Ute teams that have been 
around for years — one that played well when the going 
was good, only to collapse when things got tougher. 

“Coach gave us the challenge,” said All-American defen- 
sive end Luther Ellis , seconds before he recovered the 
game-sealing fumble. “I didn’t want to leave here with a 
loss, or even a tie. That was unacceptable.” 

Unlike some fans who added to the stereotype of vio- 
lence associated with Ute football, the team had nothing 
but respect for the BYU players and coaches. 

“He’s the best lineman I’ve ever faced,” Elliss said, refer- 
ring to BYU’s own Outland Trophy candidate Evan 
Pilgrim. “That’s definitely the best line we’ve seen.” 

McBride, before he met with the press, gave each of his 
players a hug and led a cheer for his team. He then led a 
cheer for Fresno State, who fell two-points short against 
Colorado State, denying the Utes their first-ever trip to the 
Holiday Bowl. 

His message to his squad was predictable. 

“T don’t think anyone in the state of Utah could want a 
better game,” McBride said.

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Fungus-hungry pesticide: discovered at Cornell

A fungus that preys on another fun- 
gus is paving the way for an environ- 
mentally-friendly pesticide and could 
control everything from plant rot to 
bathroom mold, according to Cornell 
University researchers. 

One strain of the parasitic fungus, a 
bioengineered form of Trichoderma 
harzianum, has already been widely 
tested as a pesticide and will soon be 
mass-marketed, according to Cornell 
University researchers. 

It can be sprayed onto plants as a 
liquid, dropped onto fields in granular 
form, added to greenhouse planting 
mixes or applied as a coating to 
seeds. 

It may also help to control spoilage

It was about 15 years ago that 
Harmon and Tom Stasz, a former 
research associate, created the new 
strain of ‘Trichoderma in his laborato- 
ry by fusing cells of two strains that 
occur naturally in soils. 

Both attacked fungi, but with limit- 
ed success. 

By combining two strains, they 
were able to grow a new strain with 
superior biocontrol abilities, accord- 
ing to a statement by Cornell’s 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 

Cornell has developed a “gene gun” 
which has inserted common varieties 
of grapes with test genes. 

Chancellor grapes have tested suc- 


seeds in the forest without preparing 
the soil,” he said. 

“Production and delivery systems 
are an important part of what I’ve 
been working on for the last 15 
years.” 

This’ fungus secretes several 
enzymes which dissolve chitin, a hard 
substance in the cell walls of many 
fungi. 

Harman and Christopher Hayes, a 
research assistant, have developed the 
method of growing fungus in the lab- 
oratory and extracting the enzymes. 

These enzymes are also being tested 
for use as pesticides. 

A gene isolated and cloned from 
another strain of fungus discovered 
by Hayes, codes for the enzyme 
endochitinase.

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City may be drinking Provo River in2 years New police program 


Provo’s population growth demands additional water resources

In the next two years, Provo Citizens will be drinking 
water from the Provo River. 

Because of population growth in Provo and an 
increased demand for water, Provo Water Resources will 
create a new system to bring water from Provo River, 
clean it and make it available for drinking and irrigation, 
Water Sources Manager Bart Simons said. 

The new system adding to the water supply is in the 
design stage. It’s purpose is to take water from Provo 
River to the Utah Treatment Plant, Simons said. 

A plan to take water from Provo River has been in the 
making for the past fifteen years. As Provo grows, 
demand for water will increase. Simons said Provo 
Water Resources wants to accommodate that demand. 

“The more people we have move into Provo, the more 
water we have to accommodate,” Simons said. 

Provo’s population is growing | to 3 percent a year, 
said Provo Planning and Zoning Senior Planner Al 
Michaelson. 

Besides using Provo River water, Water Resources also 
will dig additional springs and wells, Simons said. 

Although the city’s current demand for water doesn’t 
warrant rerouting of Provo River water and creation of 
additional water sources, Simons said Water Resources

is planning for the future. As Provo’s population grows 
over the next 10-15 years, the additional water will be 
needed. 

Provo River water will be treated at the Utah Treatment 
Plant to remove impurities and pathogenic materials 
dangerous to health, Simons said. Provo River is not yet 
connected to a treatment plant, and the water is subject 
to surface pollution. 

Currently, Provo drinking water comes from under- 
ground springs and wells. Snowpacks recharge the wells 
and springs. 

Ground waters don’t have fo go through a treatment 
plant because they are protected underground from 
impurities, Simons said. : : 

Provo already has flow rights for irrigation from the 
Provo River. Simons said he doesn’t anticipate an 
increase in cost for Provo citizens with the addition to 
the water system. Prices are dictated by the cost to main- 
tain the system, not to create the system, Simons said. 

And, as more people move in, they can support the 
increased demand, Simons said. 

“All we’re looking for, is that we are responsible to 
accommodate needs in the future,” Simons said. 

During hot summer months, Provo citizens use approx- 
imately 48 million gallons of water a day. During 
December and January, they use about 10 million gal- 
lons, Simons said.

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RLDS church suggests new nickname 


Leaders ask members to consider Community of Christ for as possible title

Leaders of the Reorganized Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
have asked members to consider a 
new short name for the church to 


‘replace the acronym RLDS. 


The first presidency of the church 
has asked members to consider the 
proposed short name Community of 
Christ. 

If the short name is accepted, the 
church will keep the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints as its legal name. However, 
Community of Christ would be used 
as a short name, for the media and 
wherever “RLDS” is used now, said 
Roger Yarrington, communications 
division director for the RLDS 
church. 

Yarrington said there are several rea- 
sons for proposing a new short name. 

“The need for a short name has been 
there a long time. The reason is 
there’s long been a desire for a short- 
er, less complex name,” Yarrington 
said. 

He said the church has located over 
100 articles dating from 1860 dealing 


with the need to change the name of 
the church. 

The problem has'been finding an 
appropriate short name that is widely 
accepted by church members, he said. 

In 1992, delegates, who are elected 
representatives of the RLDS church, 
gave the church’s first presidency a 
recommendation to find a short name 
that would be presented at the 
church’s next world conference, 
Yarrington said. The church holds a 
conference every two years. 

By the 1994 conference in April, the 
First Presidency didn’t have a specific 
recommendation: It appointed a com- 
mittee to try to find a short name for 
the church. 

At a retreat last September, a more 
concise mission statement was adopt- 
ed for the church. The statement read, 
“We proclaim Jesus Christ and pro- 
mote communities of joy, hope, love 
and peace.” 

“In the process of discussing a mis- 
sion statement, the general officers (of 
the church) found themselves dis- 
cussing a possible shorter name,” he 
said. 

“T think that (the name Community 
of Christ) continues to focus on Christ 


and it emphasizes our historic interest 
in community building,” he said. 

LaVerl Aston, stewardship commis- 
sioner of the RLDS church in Orem 
said his congregation has not yet had 
much discussion on the name change. 

He attributed the need for a short 
name to the international growth of 
the church. 

He said some international members 
don’t have a word in their language 
that translates to the word reorga- 
nized. ; 

The RLDS church now has about 
250,000 members in 38 countries, 
Yarrington said. 

Aston said it is routine for the 
church to give proposals for members 
to consider. 

“Our church works on common con- 
sent. Anything that’s done in our 
church is put on a document and sent 
out to everybody. We can argue about 
it, too,” he said. 

If there is a positive feedback from 
the members, the First Presidency 
will recommend the short name 
change at the World Conference in 
April, 1996, where delegates will vote 
on the proposal. A majority vote 
would approve the name change. 


Provo ice rink contingent on 2002 bid

Provo residents can expect a new ice 
sheet if Salt Lake wins the bid for the 
2002 Winter Olympics. 

The proposed ice sheet would serve 
as a practice hockey, speed-skating 
and figure skating rink for Olympic 
contenders as well as a recreational 
facility for Provo residents. 

The proposed Olympic-sized rink 
would be 56,000 square feet and 
would be located on 500 North 
between Freedom Boulevard and 500 
West in Provo. 

It would hold 800 permanent seats 
and 1,200 temporary seats, said Provo 
Parks Department employee Leroy 
Dennis. 

“It’s envisioned to be a practice ice 
sheet for the Olympics and a resource 
for the Provo Community,” said 
Executive Director of The Sports 
Authority Randy Montgomery. 

In 1990, the Utah Legislature voted 
to divert sales tax revenues “to create 
a fund to build facilities in support of 
Salt Lake’s bid for the Winter 
Games,’ Montgomery said. 

The Sports Authority was created 
out of these funds. 

Since 1990, $59 million has been 
diverted to The Sports Authority to 


build Olympic facilities. 

Most of the money has gone to the 
Utah Winter Sports Tract near Park 
City. 

Provo would like the Sports 
Authority to fund half of the ice sheet 
cost in 1996. Montgomery estimates 
the ice sheet to cost $6 million. 

The Olympic Bid Committee has 
agreed to pay for half of the Provo ice 
sheet if Salt Lake receives the 2002 
Olympic bid on June 16, 1995. 

The privately funded bid committee, 
however, doesn’t want to fund the ice 
sheet until 1999, 

Provo would like the Sports 
Authority to fund the $3 million for 
the ice rink in 1996. 

The Olympic Bid Committee would 
pay the Sports Authority back in 
1999. 

“We’re involved to help have it 
(construction of the ice rink) occur 
earlier,’ Montgomery said. 

Provo would like to build an ice 
sheet not only for the Olympics, but 
also for Provo residents. 

“Ice time is very valuable and desir- 
able in Utah. Provo would like to have 
the ice sheet for the community and 
have help funding it,’ Montgomery 
said. 

At a meeting Tuesday, the Provo 
Olympic Task Force decided to table 


U of U contemplates options 
for decreasing enrollment

Budget allocation, task force pro- 
posals and changes in the College of 
Nursing were topics discussed at the 
University of Utah Academic Senate 
meeting Nov. 7. 

The administration’s report was pre- 
sented by Tony Morgan, vice-presi- 
dent of budget and planning. 

He emphasized that enrollment 
numbers were less than projected for 
all nine colleges in Utah last year, and 
budget revisions must be made to 
alleviate the decrease revenue. 

Possible reasons for the decrease 
include an improved economy, overly 
optimistic projections and the 
decrease in Utah high school gradua- 
tion rates, Morgan said. 

In order to balance the budget, the 
administration suggests cuts may be 
made unilaterally in all departments 
and other additional cuts made selec- 
tively, Morgan said. 


On the debate floor was a proposal 
to establish a task force on lecturer 
rank. 

The task force would form a system- 
atic review policy for equitable treat- 
ment of the University of Utah facul- 
ty. 

One member of the faculty opposing 
the proposal said it would segregate 
teachers, and if the university was 
worried about equitable treatment 
then “subcontracting” of teachers 
should be stopped. 

The proposal went ahead and was 
approved by the majority. 

Other approved proposals related to 
the college of nursing. 

The first proposal was a revision to 
add a new structure to the council 
which represents the college. 

The second proposal regarded the 
issuance of post-master’s certificates 
to nursing students with master’s 
degrees wishing to study in classes 
with more specialization for career 
practice.

respect it.” 


dents were least accurate in estimat- 
ing population counts. 

Only 33 percent correctly estimated 
the population of the United States to 
be 249 million while others gave 
guesses diverse as 60 billion to 3 mil- 
lion. Only 20 percent accurately 
approximated the population of 
Canada, which is 28 million. 

Questions that students were suc- 
cessful in answering were naming the 
two countries connected by the 
Channel Tunnel (France and United 
Kingdom) — 77 percent responded 
correctly — and naming the language 
spoken in Brazil to which 91 percent 
correctly answered Portuguese. 

Males gave more accurate answers 
than females, Smith said. Differences 
were also noted in majors like politi- 
cal science and international relations, 
which tended to score higher than 
others. No difference was noted 
between freshmen, sophomores and 
upperclassmen. 

Ashworth suggested watching the 
evening news on television and read- 
ing “Newsweek” and “Business 
Week” as methods for improving 
geography awareness. 


Dinely said that the leading cause of death among 
gay youth is suicide. He made a plea for students to 
exercise tolerance in their actions by allowing peo- 
ple to think and act differently and not using intimi- 
dation tactics such as embarrassment, derision or 
hate-mongering. 

“There is a substantial gay population here at 
school and many are looking for an atmosphere 
where they will be accepted for who and what they 
are,” Dinely said.

Utah State Capitol 


The National Association of Social 
Workers sponsored the School of 
Social Work’s panel discussion on 
domestic violence Thursday night. 

Only two of the four panelists 
scheduled were able to attend: Kim 
Miller, director of the Center for 
Women and Children in Crisis and 
Rex Olsen, managing attorney for 
Utah Legal Services. 

Miller said many people have diffi- 
culty imagining why women involved 
in abusive relationships stay with their 
partners. 

Reasons for this destructive behav- 
ior included the fear of losing their 
lives, desire to keep marital vows, 
concern for what God will think of 
them, fear of what neighbors will 
think and lack of confidence in their 
own strength. 

Economic dependency, intimidation 
inflicted by the man and feelings of 
responsibility for the situation were 
also cited as possible reasons for the 
destructive behavior of domestic vio- 
lence. 

“Tt is better to live alone than with 
an abusive partner,” said Miller. 

Miller said domestic violence can 
have physical, psychological and sex- 
ual aspects. 

“Domestic violence has no bound- 
aries,” said Miller. 

Miller encouraged people living 
near couples having domestic prob- 
lems to not hesitate in becoming 
involved. 

“Never be afraid to call the police,” 
said Miller. “Don’t just do nothing; 
you could be saving a life.” 

Miller said 5 million women were 
battered in 1993. 

Of those, 54,000 were killed and 
28,000 were hospitalized. 

Miller said Provo is far from being 
“Happy Valley.” 

The Center for Women and Children 
in Crisis assisted 700 victims last year 
— 270 were children. 

At the beginning of his remarks, 
Olsen said society sends a confusing 
message to its youth. 

Violent solutions to problems are 
considered unacceptable, yet violent 
individuals are portrayed as heroes in 
the media. 

“We glorify people with violent 
responses to problems,’ said Olsen. 

Olsen discussed the frustrations 
involved with trying to solve domestic 
violence problems through legal

Strange sounds heard on USAir 427 


Earlier passengers on plane that crashed told foreman of unusual noises

CHICAGO — At least three pas- 
sengers on an earlier leg of USAir 
Flight 427 complained of strange 
noises before the jet took off on its 
final, fatal flight, according to a 
lawyer representing victims’ families. 

Philip H. Corboy, a lawyer suing 
USAir on behalf of some of the fami- 
lies, said reports of complaints were 
filed Thursday in depositions in feder- 
al court. 

The three passengers said they had 
heard an odd noise during the Sept. 8 
flight from Charlotte, N.C., to 
Chicago, he said. 


The jet left Chicago for Pittsburgh 
later that day and crashed a few miles 
from the Pittsburgh airport, killing all 
132 people aboard. Investigators have 
not determined what caused the crash. 

The type of noise the passengers 
said they heard was not detailed in the 
depositions, Corboy said, nor was it 
clear why they thought it was unusu- 
al. 

USAir’s chief maintenance foreman 
in Chicago, Gerald E. Fox, was told 
about a report of unusual noise but 
allowed the plane to. take off without 
investigating because the pilot told 
him the craft was fine, USAir 
spokesman Richard Weintraub said 


Sunday. 

Fox is a defendant in the lawsuit 
filed by Corboy on behalf of some 
victims’ families, along with USAir 
and Boeing Co. 

Weintraub said the jet had two rou- 
tine pre-flight checks before taking 
off for Pittsburgh, but no special 
maintenance.. 

The USAir mechanic in charge of 
the plane’s departure said in one of 
the depositions that he was never told 
of the complaints, the Tribune-Review 
of Greensburg, Pa., reported Sunday. 

If he had been, he said, the US Air 
Boeing 737 would not have left 
Chicago. 


More juveniles being tried as adults 


State sees 42 

cases in 1994, 
‘up from previous 
average of 10 to 15

OGDEN, Utah — In a typical year, 
an average of 10 to 15 juveniles 
offenders have been certified to stand 
trial as adults or charged in adult 
court for serious crimes. 

Then came 1994 and the averages 
went out the window. So far this year, 
42 children statewide have found their 
way into adult criminal courts. 

“At the end of the calendar year, 
there will be easily between 50 and 60 
kids certified in Utah,” said Michael 
R. Phillips, deputy administrators of 
Utah’s juvenile court system. “In one 
year, we will have certified as many 
as they did in the previous five years.” 

But while it may appear that society 
is getting tougher on young criminals, 
a study by Phillips and others shows 
that isn’t necessarily the case. 

Many young offenders tried as 
adults — presumably to lock them 
away — wind up on probation. And 
only a handful ever stay behind bars 
beyond their 21st birthday, regardless 
of where they were tried. 

Certifying juveniles is a complicated 
and lengthy process under a law 
passed in 1981 that allows prosecu- 
tors to file adult charges against juve- 
niles accused of some aggravated 
crimes. 

Defense attorneys can then ask for a 
hearing, at which a juvenile judge 
must make specific findings in order 


to let the adult prosecution to proceed. 

Leading the state in such procedures 
in Weber County, where county attor- 
ney Mark DeCaria believes kids 
should be held accountable for their 
actions. 

“At some time, the juvenile system 
has to shrug its shoulders and say, 
“We can do no more for this child,” 
he said. 

Between July 1, 1993, and Aug. 31, 
1994, 2nd District Juvenile Court 
judges certified 15 teenagers — more 
young offenders than did judges in 
any other district in the state. The 3rd 
Judicial District, which includes Salt 
Lake, Summit and Tooele counties, 
was second, certifying 11 during the 
same period. 

DeCaria said his hard-nosed stance 
is a response to frustrations both 
inside and outside the system. “T think 
it has dawned on everyone we need to 
be more forceful and more direct with 
juveniles who commit violent and 
dangerous offenses,” DeCaria said. 

Not everybody feels that way. Weber 
County public defender Martin Gravis 
— whose clients have included young 
murderers and repeat offenders — 
believes the system itself is at fault. 
The juvenile court, he said, is doing 
nothing to try to correct or stop bad 
behavior in youngsters until it is too 
late. 

“They let them get away with every- 
thing until they can’t control them,” 
Gravis said. 

Gravis also thinks a proliferation of 
violence in the media and its focus on 
juvenile crime is adding to the prob- 
lem. The reaction has been to treat 
kids as grownups. 

“The fact that they are children is 
getting lost,” Gravis said. 

Even so, a study conducted by 
Phillips and Weber State University 
criminal justice professor Michael 


Norman show there are misconcep- :

tions about trying children as adults. 

First off, a study of the 53 juveniles 
tried as adults between 1988 and 1993 
showed 16 — nearly a third — were 
placed on probation. Of the remain- 
der, two cases were dismissed and 35 
youngsters were convicted and incar- 
cerated. 

But of those who went to prison, the 
study showed just six will remain 
there past the age of 21. 

“These were for very, very serious 
crimes like murder. All of them are 
still in prison,” Phillips said. 

“If the public expects that by send- 
ing them on to the adult system keeps 
these juveniles locked up beyond their 
21st birthday, it just isn’t happening,” 
he said. 

Indeed, many would have been 
treated almost as harshly had they 
remained in the juvenile system. 

The average incarceration time in 
the juvenile system is six to nine 
months. Juveniles in the adult system 
spend an average of 12 to 18 months 
in prison. 


Angola signs peace treaty with rightist rebels :

LUSAKA, Zambia — Repeating a 
ritual that has twice failed to end their 
19-year-old civil war, Angola’s gov- 


i ernment and rightist rebels signed a 


peace treaty Sunday as fighting raged 
on in their devastated homeland. 

UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi and 
President Jose Eduardo dos Santos 
didn’t put their own names on the 
treaty, heightening fears it wouldn’t 
stop the war. The rebel leader didn’t 
even attend the signing ceremony; 
aides said he couldn’t leave ‘his bush 
camp in Angola because of govern- 
ment attacks. : 

Onlookers including African heads 
of state cheered as the treaty was 
signed by Angolan Foreign Minister 
Venancio de Moura and UNITA Gen. 
Eugenio Manuvakola in a hot, crowd- 
ed conference center the Zambian 
capital. Dos Santos watched. 

Even as they were declaring peace, 
their war continued. Fighting was 
reported in central and northern 
Angola, and aid workers said the 
rebel-held northern city of Uige was 
besieged. 

The timing: of Sunday’s signing also

St. George man 
acquitted of illegal 
firearm possession

SALT LAKE CITY — A 33- 
year-old St. George man has been 
acquitted of federal charges of 
possessing an illegal cache of | 
firearms, including an SKS 
assault rifle. 

A 12-member federal jury delib- 
erated seven hours before acquit- 
ting Kenneth D. Souza of the 
crime late Friday. _ 

Souza was arrested by St. 
George police last February after | 
they obtained a search warrant 
and broke into a truck and camper 
registered to Souza. Inside a 
locked gun safe they found an 
SKS rifle with bayonet — a 
Chinese assault weapon similar to 
an AK-47 — a handgun with the 
serial number illegally removed 
and eigt other weapons. 

U.S. prosecutors put on witness- 
es who said Souza had moved the 
weapons to the truck after he was 
tipped off that police intended to 
raid a storage unit. Before going 
to the camper, police had raided 

the shed, but no guns were found, 
said defense attorney Robert 
Copier. : 

Prosecutors showed Souza’s fin- 
gerprints were on the weapons 
and called as witnesses infor- 
mants who said they had seen 
Souza with the guns. 

But Copier argued that the gov- 
ernment could not prove the 
Souza was in “actual possession 
or control” of the weapons — ele- 
ments required for a conviction. 

Indeed, Souza did not have keys 
to the truck when he was arrested. 
Copier also showed that Souza 
had actually sold the truck and 
was waiting for a final payment 
before signing over the title.
